Circuit Attorney Says He Will Retry

HAD HIS RIOT GUN READY 


HEARD A NOISE AT THE DOOR OF 
A HALLWAY. 


Did Not See Would-be Robbers, but 
Found Hoop Broken on Door 
i Padlock. 


Private Watchman David Palis reported 
Thursday morning that an attempt had 
been made by robbers to force their way 
into the Southern Illinols National Bank, 
at Main street and Broadway, Hast 8t. 
Louis, at 12:30 o’clock Thursday morning. 

Palis reported the occurrence by telephone 
to the police headquarters and to H. D. 
Sexton, the president of the bank. An in- 
vestigation is being made, but no clew has 
been developed. 

No one saw the would-be robbers, and the 
number engaged in the attempt is not 
known. One door was forced, and the 
watchman reports they were at work on 
another when he frightened them away. 

Entrance to the bank building was made 
through a hallway that leads from Main 
street. The bank proper is separated from 
this hallway by two doors. One is a 
double jron door, which is secured by a 
padlock. The padlock was broken and the 
robbers were at work on the wooden or in- 
ner door when Palis says he frightened 
them away. 

According to Palis’ story, the watchman 
was reclining on a cot inside of the bank. 
Since the blowing of the safe at the Stock- 
yards’ Bank Palis has constantly carried 
a riot gun. 

He says he was resting on the cot when 
he heard a noise. He laid and listened 
and presently he got up and going toward 
the door, which ts tn a wooden partition, 
separating the bank from another reom, he 
threatened to fire, and he says he heard 
the men run away. He says he did not see 
them nor does he know how many were en- 


gaged in the attempt. 
An investigation by the police revealed 


that the hasp to the padlock had been 
broken. This could have been done by in- 
serting a piece of tron or even wood and 


applying force.

CITY OWNERSHIP

INDIANA TOWN OWNS WATER 
AND LIGHTING PLANTS. 


BOTH ARE PAYING A BONUS 


This Is Being Put Aside to Pay on 
Original Debt for Con- 
struction. 


Spectal to the Post-Dispatch. 

MISHAKAWA, Ind., Jan. 9.—This manu- 
facturing town of 6000 inhabitants not only 
believes in municipal ownership of publie 
utilities, but votes on that belief. The 
waterworks and electric lighting system 
are owned and operated by the city. The 
two systems are in the same building and 
are run by the same plant, but are under 
separate management. The electric light- 
ing system has been in operation the short- 
est time, but it shows better and quicker 
results than the other. The advantages in 
municipal ownership are demonstrated in 
a review of the electric scheme of this lit- 
tle city. : 

Accocrding to the plan inauguraged in 18%, 
the revenue derived from commefbeial light- 
ing pays the running expeni-s. This 
scheme has been successful from the very 
start. There is, however, a levy of 15 
cents on the $100 for street lighting. The 
proceeds are applied on ‘the original in- 
debtedness. The rate charged for con?f§;er- 
clal or residence lighting is extremely low, 
being 11 cents per kilowat, with 20 per cent 
off for cash. This rate is an exceptional 
one, aud the fact that the plant is gradual- 
ly paying for itself at such a low vost to 
consumers is evidence in itself in favor of 
municipal ter, : of lighting facilities. 

The plant was built in 1895 by a stock com- 
pany of public spirited citizens known as 
the Citizens’ Electric Co. The intention of 
the company was to turn the plant over 
to the city as soon as completed, or when- 
ever the counci!l might see fit to assume the 
responsibility of such an undertaking. This 
plan was completely carried out. 

The city assumed charge of the plant 
Jan. 20, 1396. Bonds were issued to cover 
$22,000. Since that time the equipment and 
bulldings have been tnerensee so that the 
plant is now worth 
time the bonded indeb 
creased to $12,000. In other words, durin 
the last six years the city has realiz 
more than twenty thousand dollars out of 
the system. 

superintendent’s report for the year 
ending June 1, 1901, shows a total expense 
account of $12,851.58, while the credits co)- 
leoted amounted to $18,945.72, re a bal- 
ance of $1,094.14 to be applied on e pay- 
ment of bonds. In view of the mF. 
small balance the large realization to the 
city in six years, mentioned above, seems 
out of reason, but thie is accounted for in 
the following manner: The superintend- 
ent’s account includes money applied on 
een and equipment during the year, 
which is in no way a part of the running 
expenses. It is, an addition to 
the capital, or, better. valuation of the 
plant, Since June 1, 1901, it is estimated 
that the equipment has been increased 
some three thousand dollars. 
The commmercia! lighting during the com- 
ing year will undoubtedly amount to three 
times what it did during wed peoscous year. 
In a conversation the superintendent of the 
works said that the plant is doing $200 a 
month more business than last year.

The Lillian was 
‘mbandoned to her fate, and her crew de- 
clared emphatically yesterday that she 
surely sank later in the same night they 
were rescued.

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NO MORE HOME TAXATION 


As a preliminary step to a special election for the purpose of 
levying a tax for building purposes, as provided in the charter, 
Mayor Wells recommends that thé Municipal Assembly have the 
public buildings thoroughly examined by a commission with a 
view of determining their needs. 

It will be freely admitted that our municipal! institutions are in 
a disgraceful condition. St. Louis needs a new hospital, an en- 
larged insane asylum and poorhouse. The City Hall is not yet 
completed. 

No objection will be made to the Mayor's proposal of an investi- 
gation to determine the building needs of the city. That should be 
determined before any improvements are begun. 

But the Post-Dispatch apprehends that there will be strenuous 
objection to a fresh levy of taxes on the property owners who are 
now bearing the burden of taxation, and especially the home own- 
ers, who must bear the cost of street, alley and sewer improve- 
ments. It believes that this objection is just. 

Proposing new taxes on taxpayers whose property may be easily 
reached by the assessor is an easy way of raising additional rev- 
enue. But it is not the just way. 

The home owners and small property owners are taxed to the 
limit now. They bear more than their share of the ordinary taxa- 
tion. They must bear the dost of the improvements provided for 
in the charter amendments. 

On the other hand, corporations holding hundreds of millions of 
dollars of franchises pay taxes on a valuation only one-third that 
of the home owners. Millions of dollars’ worth of other property 
paying large profits escape taxation. 

The public revenue for years past has been wasted and.-plun- 
dered. 

Equalize the assessments. Tax rich interests that escape taxa- 
tion and can best afford to bear it. Try economy. Sell franchises 
for what they are worth. Tax privileges. 

But give the overburdened pocketbook of the plain citizen who 
owns a little easily reached property and a home a respite. Don't 
put more burdens on the homes of the city.

The man whose name ap- 
pears in the family Bible as Willlam Henry 
Harrison Brown {fs usually Known in priv- 
ate life as ‘Hack’ Brown. It is hard to 
explain this fact. uniess it was be- 
cause the original W. HH. H. had 
such a penchant for hacking his 
initials on the chest of every Indian he 
came across with his sword. He was the 
greatest Indian fighter who ever lived, bar- 
ring Andrew Jackson, which probably ac- 
counts for the bloodthiraty disposition of 
his great-grandson, Russell B. Harrison, 
who went forth to conquer Spain and com- 


promised on a scrap with his stepmother. 


William Henry Harrison completed the 
work of Cristoforo Colombo by subjugating 
the entire Northwest territory, in the wilds 
of which the town of Chicago was founded, 
and because of this fact he was made ter- 
ritorial governor and later sent to the 
White House. It may not have been a 
case of retributive justice, but it is a nota-, 
ble fact that he became President about

Kitchener’s Food Supply. 
From the New York Evening Post. 

One of Kitchener's greatest difficulties 
in his South African campaign is the food 
supply. He has to feed not only the army, 
but the women and children in the con- 
centration camps and practically the whole 
civilian population in the Transvaal and 
Orange Kiver. And almost everything has 
to be carried in by rail, since the aevas- 
tated country yields little. Now, according 
to a correspondent whose report the Lon- 
don Times prints prominentiy, the Boer 
commandos are able to wreck supply trains 
at their pleasure. That they do not ab- 
solutely cut off communications is explained 
in tho following language, so extraordinary 
in its implications that one could scarcely 
credit it without apparent indorsement of a 
newspaper near the English government: 

“The Boers know perfectly well that a 
permanent damage to the railway com- 
munication would mean starvation for their 
wives and families. They also know that 
the inmates of the concentration camps 
would be allowed to starve first, the army 
afterwards. There have been many cases 
during the last months of the war when 
train wrecking commandos, while deliber- 
ately destroying the line in order to se- 
cure supplies of arms and ammunition for 
themselves, have allowed the supply trains 
or the concentration camps to pass un- 
molested, In fact, certain sections of the 
line have been kept open by an arrange- 
ment—of course without official sanction— 
with the train wrecking commandos. It 
has been an understood condition between 
drivers and guards and the train wreckers 
that as long as certain supplies, such us 
coffee, sugar and flour, were dropped at 
a& certain convenient spot on the line that 
particular section of the line should not 
© tampered with, And these burghers have 
never once broken faith when the conditions 
have been complied with.’’

M. Makovsky speaks 
no English, and, while President Roosev elt 
speaks French, little conversation has been 
carried on between them, yet those who 
have seen the portrait say it is full of ani- 
mation, and,an excellent_ picture of the 
President. 

Mrs. Roosevelt has been the closest critic 
during the progress of the portrait. With 
the one exception, that the face is too long 
and slim, she is pleased with the artist's
